He will bs ordered to divide the-Isl- 
and of Luzon into military districts' 
each niider command of a lighting 
general, who will be named by the 
eecrotury of war, and wiiose duties 
will be set forth in the general orders, 
so that there can be no mistaking 
them.

to do. The war department will not

General Otis will be the official and 


ostensible-director in chief. 
He will 


not be humiliated by transfer or by 
having his authority curtailed in a 
manner that will- be apparent on the 
snrface or that would give warrant 
upon the part of those under him to 
presume upon the fact that the cam- 
paign is being run from Washington.

Application of the Dutch method of 


diking has resulted in the reclamation 
of about 30,000 acres of 
low-lying 


ground in the basic of the Sacramento 
river, California, below the city of Sac- 
ramento, while work is in progress to 
protect 20,000 more acres from the in- 
cursions of the last 15 or 16 years. About 
100,000 acres are yet to be drained in 
the Sacramento bottoms nnd aless area 
.n the lowlands of the valley of the San 
Toaquin, Attempts at diking made over 
20 years ago failed because the sur- 
'ace soils and the peat used in con- 
structing the dikes could not withstand 
he wearing effect of the river's current, 
tluch money was wasted and the dis- 
icartened workers abandoned the en- 
terprise. The newcomers on the ground 
dug deeper than their predecessors and 
found a bed of poster's clay, which, 
when heaped up in levees, is baked by 
he sun to almost the consistency of 
pottery. The accumulated water with- 
n the dikes is discharged into the river 
by pumps. A system of irrigation o( 
the higher portion of the reclaimed 
ands is provided, and the apparcntcon- 
Tadiction is presented of the draining 
and the irrigation, at one time of the 
same body of land. For a depth of two 
feet the land is a ma't of decayed tule 
stems, nnd, with control of the water, 
he former swamps have been made the 
most productive lands in the state.

Ex- 
amine your rings with a microscope 
an J the numbers will be found. 


Whenever an article Of jewelry is re- 


paired this number, with its repair reg- 
istry number, is entered on the repair 
book wherever it is left. This is true of 
all articles of jewelry, but is particu- 
arly noticeable in the 
repair of 


watches. Every time a watch is cleaned 
its new number is scratched somewhere 
on the inside of the case. One can never 
decehe a jeweler as to the length of 
time since the watch was last cleaned, 
as he has it registered on his books. 


If you cannot make out a jewelry de- 


icriptive list yourself, your jeweler will 
fill out the registry for you. 
Your 


chances of recovery in case of robberj 
are greatly increased.

Some 25 years ago, when the scoriae 


(or slag) produced by the ancient 
Greeks in working the silver mines of 
Lawimur, near Athens, was removed, in 
order to be reworked by more efficient 
modern appliance's, the seeds of a kind 
of poppy of the genus Olnncinon, which 
bad lain underneath the slag- in a dor- 
mant condition for at least 1,500 years, 
sprang up again all over the uncovered 
ground. Unknown In modern times, 
this plant was described in the first ecu 
tury of our era by Dioscondes and 
Pliny, find had disappeared from the 
face of the globe for 15 or 20 centuries. 
The fact that these seeds fcheuld have 
retained their vitality so long seems 
very extraordinary, but there are other 
Instances quite as remarkable. For in- 
eUfhce, raspberry seeds found in 1835 
tn an ancient tumulus in a coffin buried 
30 feet below the surface, nnd believec. 
10 have been there since the second cen- 
tury, were successfully planted. And 
in another case seeds of the Poly- 
gonum Convolvulus, dug- up from the 
bottom of a sand pit, where they were 
believed to hove been buried for 2,000 
years, were stall vigorous and produced 
healthy plants.

surprised to see a small snake wrlgglt 
out, followed by four others.

In this duct were 00 more littlt 
snakes, making in all 6,1 snakes that 
were contained in the duct or canal 
The sun was shining hot and the little 
fellows snapped and bit viciously, but 
they all died in a short time. 


"The canal -\vhlch contained 
the 


snakes must have been the regular all 
mentary canal, ns there was no other 
canal or passage in the body to serve 
the purposes of assimilation. 
This 


canal was full of little snakes its entire 
length, and each little wriggler was In- 
closed in an individual filmy sack."

THE DOUBLE EAGLE. 


>!• It Appear* In the Arm. off Rli**la 


•nd Anitrlu I» of Ancient 


Origin. 


The eagle, as an emblem of authority, 


(s so old that it would be impossible to 
slearly trace its origin. It is found 
upon the most ancient sculptures that 
have yet been discovered, and was no 
doubt one of the very oldest of the 
totems, or tribe signs. The early Per- 
tian empire appears to be the first 
which adopted it ns an imperial em- 
blem. Among the Greeks the eagle was 
the emblem of Jove. The Komtujs nko 
adopted the eagle ns their standard, 
and so it became the token of lloman do- 
minion. \Vben Constantino became em- 
peror he adopted the double-headed 
eagle as the insignia of his authority 
over east and went. When the German 
empire came into being in the twelfth 
century this emblem was revived as be- 
ing that of the Holy Roman empire, and 
Rudolph of Hnpsbfiig adopted it as bis 
Imperial arms. It appeared the Rus- 
sian imperial arms in theaixtcenth cen- 
tury, when Cznr Ivan Bnslknitch mar- 
ried Princess Sophia, niece of the elev- 
enth Conitantine, and the last of the 
Byzantine emperors.

It 
is hfeUeved this is tie outgrowth of the 
round robij) of tJje Manila correspond- 
ents, and a. number of valuable privi- 
leges are given newipaper men in the 
field. Dispatches relating to the movs 
men-t or administration of the army 
In ihe field and of the navy are given 
preference. T>ho&e relating- to the arro>. 
navy and governmentaldepartments 01 
bureau of the United States come next; 
then dispatches of state, territorial or 
other civil officials; 'dispatches from 
diplomatic agents of neutral govern- 
ments, press dispatches and miscel- 
laneous business relating to .death 01 
serious Illness. 


Dispatches containing matter deemed 


Injariou* to the interests of the army 
must be submitted to the comnjandiBg 
peneral of. the army in .the field foi 
his orders relative to thtir transmis- 
sion. Perbondl and press messages may, 
under conditions not interfering with 
military business, be transmitted free 
of chitrge over field military telegraph 
lines that axe clobed to the general 
public. The use of any cipher is fir- 
bidden except by army officers, but 
press oode books may be used when 
a copy of the code is filed at the tele- 
graph office. Messages relating to mil- 
itary operations will be received and 
transmitted o\er the flying telegraph 
lines when filed by a correspondent 
in the field who Is fgrnishrd with a 
written permitto serve in kuch capacity. 
Naval officers are Instructed to afford 
newspaper correspondents in the field 
the fullest telegraphic facilities con- 
sistent with the public interests. 


CUSTOMS PATROL. 


Extensive Smaaaltnc Into Cuba, toB« 


Stopped by Ener«eUo Govern- 


ment Action. 


Smuggling is being carried oil In 


Cuba on an extensive fccale and the gov- 
ernment is now taking steps to check 
it 
It ii said these operations are be- 


ing conducted at nearly every port in 
the island and the customs division, of 
the island of Cuba has appealed to the 
war department for aid m suppressing 
t. As ft result of this appeal a customs 
secret uervice will be organized and 
vigorous meabiires will be taken to 
Etamp out the lawless industry. 


Ihe island haung both import and 


export duties it makes smuggling 
profitable, and it is comparatively easj 
•or both the natives and the citiztns o 
this country to evade the customs of 
iicers, as the coast Una of Cuba is long 
ind practically unprotected. 


The first step to be taken by the war 


department toward the organization of 
ibis secret customs service for Cuba 
Bill bo the purchase of fast seaworthy 
launches, which will patrol the coast. 
These boat* will bo bought at once and 
dispatched to Cuba and continued in 
that bcnice indefinitely. 


As the revenue cutter service is short 


of vessels, it w ill be impossible to de- 
tail any of the, regular revenu* cutters 
tor this bprvice. Congress is11 respon- 
sible for the lack of revenue cutters, 
is it failed to act upon the recommenda- 
tions of Capt. Shoemaker, chief of the 
revenue cutter service, and did not 
make any piovislon for the growing de- 
mand upon this important service.
